Something hit the city department of smoke 
inspection yesterday, and when the shock 
was over the department, which previously 
had eleven deputy inspectors, was left with 
only two in active service. The other nine 
are retired temporarily, and it is for the 
civil service commission to say next week 
whether they shall be retired permanently. 


Chief Inspector Osborn Monnett and As- | 


sistant Corporation Counsel Leon Hornstein 
are responsible for the jolt. They have been 
supervising an investigation for some time, 
and have just completed the work on which 
the action is based. 

The nine are under eight general charges, 
including those of petty graft, loafing, false 
reporting, gnd insubordination, taking place 
in the last three years. Mr. Monnett indi- 
cated he has more up his sleeve, but that's 
enough for a starter. 


Trials Set for Tuesday. 

Mr. Hornstein said briefly the case against 
the deputies is strong and he would be able 
to substantiate the charges. The whole case, 
scheduled for next Tuesday, he said would 
require only two days for presentation. In 
the meantime, he added, the inspection work 
would not suffer greatly, as the two sur- 
vivors will be worked hard on the more fla-

Right Counts in the Charges. 
The charges against each man in detail fol- 
low:

2. In making his reports he made mis- 
repreesntations in regard to the places 
where he was, the time when he was at 
work, and the manner in which he em- 
ployed his time. 

8. He neglected to report violations of 
the ordinances relating to dense smoke 
when he knew that such violations ex- 
isted. 

4. He made out reports at times when 
he was not actually on duty, but was 
supposed to be, charging violations of 
the smoke ordinances when none were 
observed by him at the time of making 
such reports. N 

5. He used his official position to obtain. 
favors frem persons who were prosecuted 
or were liable to be prosecuted for vio- 
lations of the ordinances relating to dense 

smoke. 

6. He visited engineers and others con- 
nected with the boiler rooms of buildings 
and conversed with them in regard to their 
duties contrary to the rules of the depart- 
ment of ’moke inspection. 

7. He sought to influence parties using 
coal, engines, and boilers concerning ma- 
‘terials and appliances which they re- 
quired. 

8. He conspired with other deputy smoke 
inspectors to cast discredit on the smoke 
inspector and to bring the department of 
smoke Inspection into disrepute as bo- 
ing inefficient and partisan. 


Inquiry Begun Two Years Ago. 

Mr. Monnett added the investigation was 
started shortly after he went into office two 
years ago, when ther were general rumors 
of graft among the deputies by aid of a con- 
venient blindness when within range of smok- 
ing chimneys, or by recommending appil- 
ances of friends to the owners of factories.

Nearly 7,000 Physicians.of All 
Nations Present. for Congress. 


SCORES OF TONGUES CONFUSE

LONDON, Aug. 5.—Between 6,000 and 7,000 
physicians and professors in medical colleges 
are in London tonight for the international 
medical congress which will be opened tomor- 
row at Albert hall by Prince Arthur of Con- 
naught.

London's supply of interpreters is exhausted 
and hotel accommodation is taxed to the ut- 
most. The congress will officially recognize 
four languages, English, French, German, 
and Italian. Members who speak more than 
one language will wear buttons to fndicate 
the tongues in which they are proficient.

A special branch post office will be opened 
at Aibert hall for the transaction of all pos- 
tal and telegraph business connected with the 
congress. 

The work of the convention will be divided 
into thirty-two sections, sub- sections dealing 
with an infinite variety of subjects from the 
disinfection of eye glasses to the Femuscttation 
of the dead.

AGEN, t-et-Garonne, Aug. 6.—" To 
death! To death! "’ shouted a crowd around 
the courtroom here today when Mme. Alice 
Crespy, the poetess accused of the murder 
of a priest, Abbe Chassaing, on Jan. 13, was 
taken to court from the prison. 

Mme. Crespy was pale but less depressed 
than yesterday. She told a dramatic story 
on the stand, explaining how the priest died. 
She denied that she had killed him to gain 
notoriety as the heroine of a “ crime pas- 
sionel,”’ and thus advertise her books, which 
she has been unable to sell. 

The judge opened the examination by say- 
ing that there are only two possible theories 
to account for the death of the abbe—sul- 
cide, for which there was no evidence, and 
murder, which alone could have been com- 
mitted by the woman. He then allowed Mme. 
Crespy to tell her story of her meeting with 
Abbe Chassaing without interruption. 


Tells Secret of Confessional. 

The woman's voice was scarcely audible 
when Me began the tale, but gradually grew 
more animated, even violent. The poetess, 
who was once crowned queen of the Proven- 
cial Literary revival, told how she met he 
priest in the obscurity of the confessional 
in the ligjtle church of Agen. She was re- 
cently divorced and confessed to ¢bbe Chas- 
saing that she had a lover, a poet named De- 
reme, who, she sald, understood my soul.“ 

Abbe Chassaing was severe in his con- 
demnation of the woman’s course of life. He 
told her that the Catholic church does not 
recognize divorce and insisted on her break- 
ing off her relations with the poet. Mme. 
Crespy said she consented and promised to 
go frequently to confession to the priest. 
Then she saw that he was following her in 
the street, hiding in doorways to watch her, 
and one day he invited her to go to hie house. 


Declares Priest Kissed Her. 

The close friendship which followed was 
troubled, the poetess went on, by memories 
of Dereme, who left Agen at the behest of 
his family. She said this departure was 
characterized by Abbe Chassaing as the 
“intercession of heaven.“ When the abbe 
was appointed to the parish of Montavruc 
he asked her to accord him a last inter- 
view. 

“I saw no reason why I should refuse,“ 
said Mme. Crespy, though I Was haunted 
that evening by the memory of Dereme. The 
abbe took me in his arms, kissed me, and 
said: My love, my love.“ Then he abrupt- 
ly asked me to destroy a book of my poems 
which I dedicated to Dereme. I refused and 
a painful scene followed. 


Declares Revolver Hers. 

“The abbe finally became calm again and 
asked me to give him a copy of my poems 
describing our common thoughts. As I left 
the room to comply with his request I heard 
a shot and rushed back. The abbe was on 
the floor. with a bullet hole in his left 
temple.’’ 

The judge interposed a query as to how 
she could explain why a man who was not 
left handed shot himself in the left temple. 
He pointed out that the revolver was hers, 
and that the powder marks invariably found 
on the hand of a person who committed sui- 
cide with a revolver were missing from the 
hand of the priest, adding that expert testi- 
mony showed that the shot was fired froma 
distance. l 

Mme. Crespy persisted in her version of 
the affair, saying that the abbe'regarded 
his new appointment as a disgrace anq; that 
he did not want to leave her. 


Denies Seeking Notoriety. 

Did you tell your dressmakex,“ asked the 
judge, that your books were not selling 
and that you needed a good ‘ crime passion- 
nel’ to advertise them as such crimes always 
result in an acquittal? ”’ 

“It’s false, absolutely false,“ cried the 
woman. I am neither a Barres nor a 
Maeterlincky but if my books do not sell 
it is because they have not been advertised.” 
“You have now a regrettable notoriety,” 
commented the judge, from which you have 
suffered.” : 

„And I shall long suffer,“ added 
poetess. The case was adjourned. 


Seven in German Army Receive Light 
Sentences for Betraying Se- 
crets to Krupps. 


RERLIN, Aug. 5.—Light sentences were 
imposed today on the officers and men of 
the German ordnance corps under trial by 
court martial on charges of betraying mili- 
tary secrets to the Krupps. All were found 
guilty. 

Lieutenant Tilian was sentenced to two 
months in prison, Lieutenant Schleuder and 
Lieutenant Hinst to four months each, and 
Licutenant Hoge to forty-three days. The 
first three lose their commissions, but Hoge 
remains in the army.

WOMAN HELD LIKE IN BASTILE 


Five Months in the County Jail 
Without Accusation. 


BECOMES ILL FROM HERDING. 


Pitiful Sight as She Appears Before 
Judge Petit. 


Mrs. Victoria Wantrabia has been confined 
in the county jail for almost five months 
without trial, on a charge of disorderly con- 
duct. Yesterday when the woman was 
brovght before Judge Adelor J. Petit in the 
criminal branch of the circuit court, her face 
gave evidence of an lUlness and her arms 
were bound in bandages. 

‘What is the matter with this woutan? 
Has she been burned?” asked the court. An 


interpreter from the state's attorney's office 


asked the question of the woman and re- 
eeived the following reply: 

“Five weeks ago, it got so crowded in the 
jail. they had to put more than one prisoner 
in each cell. A new woman was brought in 
and she was put in the cell with me. She had 
nome skin disease. I was locked in there 
with her. In a week I had the same trouble.” 


Condition Arouses Court. 

Judge Petit rote from his seat behind the 
bench. “ What in the world has this woman 
done that she should receive such treat- 
ment?’ he aaiced. f

ney's cases, one of the policemen in the case 
replied. 

“That's not criminal Why ie she held? 
Why has she been held im jail ever since 
March 167 Just because she happened to see 
something?” asked the court. 

Judge Petit then ascertained from Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Dwight McKay that the 
woman was held on a charge of disorderly 
conduct in the Municipal court and not by 
order of the state's attorney’s office. The 
record showed that the woman’s case had 
been continued from time to time in the East 
Chicago avenue police court. 


Gends for Police Captain. 

Judge Petit ordered a summons issued for 
Capt. John Rehm of the Chicago avenue sta- 
tion. After a delay of two and a half hours, 
during which the court waited impatiently, 
the police captain appeared. 

“I was busy instructing some police- 
women,” said Capt. Rehm in explanation. 

“You showed disrespect for this court 
when you allowed your business with those 
policewomen to interfere with your summons 
here, said Judge Petit. I am getting tired 
of this attitude on the part of policemen 
summoned into this court. Some day one of 
them is going to suffer for it. Hereafter 
when you get a summons to come down here 
you drop everything and come. Now, then, 
when are you going to give this woman a 
trial, and why is she being held on a charge 
ef disorderly conduct?

The government yesterday decided to fol- 
low the recommendation of the recent Chi- 
cago federal grand jury by starting suit 
against seven oleomargarine packers for the 
recovery of $81,000 unpaid internal revenue 
taxes on colored oleo. 

The sults will be filed by District 8 
Wilkerson in Chicago within a few days. 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo ordered 
the action taken, following a conference in 
Weshbington yesterday between Secretary 
McAdoo, Col. W. H. Osborn, commissioner 
of internal revenue, and Mr. Wilkerson. The 
secretary acted on the recommendation of 
Commissioner Osborn.

These figures were discovered by a federal 
grand jury which was charged by Judge 
Landis with the task of investigating the cir- 
cumstances of the compromise of $1,200,000 
oleo taxes for $101,000. The compromise was 
signed by Franklin MacVeagh on March 4, a. 
few minutes before he relinquished office as 
secretary of the treasury in the Taft admin- 
istration. On delving into the subject the 
inquisitorial body found the actual amount 
of taxes due the government had been 
$2,100,000. 


Newly Discovered Amounts. 

District Attornéy Wilkerson went to Wash- 
ington at the invitation of Commissioner 
Osborn and outlined the grand jury’s discoyv- 
eries of the additional tax evasions. The 
MacVeagh compromise could not be <'s- 
turbed, but it was voted unanimously to n- 
stitute civil proceedings to compel payment 
of the newly discovered amounts. 

The grand jury in its report to Judge Lan- 
dis criticised severely the previous adminis- 
tration of the treasury department for per- 
mitting the compromise to go through. It 
was shown that the oleo packers had used 
a coloring substance consisting of surphur 
treated cottonseed oil. The packers claimied 
this was a natural ” color and consequently 
paid only one-quarter cent a pound tax on 
the product. Subsequently n was discovered 
the ofl contained artificial coloring matter and 
that therefore 10 cents a pound tax eheuld 
have been paid.

DISAGREE ON AUTO RATES. 


Proposed Duties Approved After Dis- 
cussion; Iron Produets Unchanged. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—Senate Demo- 
crats succeeded today for the first time in 
speeding up consideration of the tariff bill, 
making considerable progress in the metal 
schedule, despite protests of Senators Oli- 
ver, Smith of Michigan, Cummins, and Smoot 
against many of the rates. 

Chief opposition centered in the rates on 
| automobiles, which the committee fixed at 15 
per cent on cars valued at $1,000 or less, 20 
per cent on cars valued at more than $1,000 
and less than $1,500, 45 per cent on cars val- 
ued at $1,500 and over, and 30 per cent on au- 
tomobile parts. 

Senators Cummins and Smoot both insisted 
the rates on completed cars would be useless, 
because al lforeign cars would be brought in 
at the 30 per cent rate, in parts. 
Amendment Beaten; Rates Approved. 

Genator Brandigee sought to amend the 
automobile rates by making the rates on 
chassis equal to the rates on finished cara 
45 per cent on chasais of high priced cars, 
and 30 per cent on chassis of cars valued 
at $1,000 or lees than $1,500, and 15 per cent 
on chassis of cars valued at less than $1,000. 

The amendment was lost, 46 to 21. The 
committee rates were then approved. 

The 25 per sent rate on bicycles and motor- 
cycles also was agreed to. Axles at 10 per 
cent, blacksmiths’ tools and bolts at 10 per 
cent, and nuts and washers at 5 per cent en- 
countered no effective opposition. Other 
rates approved were nut locks, 25 per cent; 
chains of iron and steel, 20 per cent: sprocket 
chains, 25 per cent; welded steel tubes, pipes, 
etc., 20 per cent; sword blades and side arma, 
20 per cent. 
| Tron Products Rates Unchanged. 

Efforts of Senator Oliver also were un- 
availing to increase the rates on iron prod- 
ucts. His argument ‘was that bar iron was 
mere costly of product:on than the conver - 
sion of steel from pig iron.

Senator Saulsbury of Delaware discussed the 
tariff generally, predicting success for the 
bill and assailing protection and socialism 
as “twin evil and ill-omened birds. 
An smendment by Senator Gallinger to 
substitute the Payne-Aldrich rates for the 
proposed rates on table knives and such 
cutlery was voted down, 45 to 17, the com- 
mittee rates of 25 per cent and 30 per cent 
prevailing. Senator Gallinger said that even 
under the existing rates domestic manufac- 
turers had difficulty meeting foreign compe- 
tition.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—{Special.}— 

Alleging that Japan is rushing battleship 
construction to match the naval strength of 
the United States by the time the Panama 
canal opens, Representative Britten of Chi- 
cago proposed in the house today an emer- 
gency appropriation for three dreadnoughts. 
He offered a resolution instructing the 
naval affairs committee, of which he ts a 
member, to make such an appropriation at 
the earliest possible date. 
In urging the committee to adopt this 
course Mr. Britten will call attention to a 
statement of the plans of the Japanese re- 
cently made by Admiral Takarabe, vice min- 
ister of the navy.

HARD FIGHT IN SENATE. 


Wilson, However, Is Hopefal 
Tariff Tactics Will Force 
Favorable Action. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—[Special.]— 
President Wileon has won his fight for cur- 
rency reform eo far as the house of represen- 
tatives is concerned, but faces a bitter con- 
flict in the senate. 

By a vote of 11 to 3, the Democratic : mem- 
bers of the house committee on banking and 
currency today gave approval tot the admin- 
istration bill as amended. There are twenty- 
one members of the committee, so that that 
body by the narrow majority of one will 
make a favorable report to the house. The 
Democratic caucus on the currency bill has 
been called for next Monday. 

Representative Henry and the three Demo- 
crats on the committee who opposed the ad- 
ministration bill—Bagle of Texas, Neeley of 
Kansas, and Ragsdale of South Carolina— 
will make a determined effort to induce the 
caucus to revolutionize the measure. Indi- 
cations are they will fail. 


Hitchcock Challenges Measure. 
Once the caucus approves the bill it will 
be pushed through the house and presented 
in the senate for action by that body. The 
first senator formally to throw down the 
gauntlet to the president in this matter is 
Hitchcock of Nebraska. He made a speech 
today insisting that currency reform should 
not be considered at this session. 

When Senator Owen, chairman of the sen- 
ate banking and currency committee, sought 
to make reply Senator Smith of Georgia in- 
terposed an objection. It is evident, there- 
fore, that the latter likewise is opposed to 
the administration bill. Senator O’Gorman 
of New York and Senator Lea of Tennessee 
have made no secret of their objection to the 
measure. 

If these four senators persist in their oppo- 
sition they will be able to prevent currency 
legislation at this session. 

President Wilson realizes he has a hard 
row to hoe so far as the senate is concerned, 
but he believes in the end he will be victo- 
rious, just as he was in connection with the 
tariff. When he decided for free wool and 
free sugar he was told the opposition was 
so strong he could not possibly obtain what 
he desired. 


President Sanctions Changes. 
The changes in the administration bill 
by the house committee are all declared by 
the insurgents to be in the interests of the 
banks. Nevertheless they are entirely ac- 
ceptable to the president. The principal 
ones are as follows: 

Creation of a national advisory council 
of bankers. 

Increase of the dividends to be paid by 
reserve banks to member banks. 

Charge of a profitable intenesk sate by 
a federal reserve bank required to dis- 
count the securities of another federal 
reserve bank. 

Authority to the federal reserve . 
to issue an unlimited volume of govern- 
ment notes. 

Requirement that notes issued by a 
federal reserve bank shall not be emit- 
ted by another federal reserve bank, but 
shall be returned by the bank receiving 
auch notes to the bank of original issue. 

Provision that after twenty years every 
holder of 2 per cent bonds shall receive 
par and accrued interest for his securi- 
ties. 

Authority for banks in central reserve 


the law to reduce their reserves from 
25 to 20 per cent of their deposits. 

Authority to national banks to operate 
eavings and trust departments. 

In selecting the four members of the 
federal reserve board which he is au- 
thorized to name, the president shall 
choose not more than two from the same 
political party. 

Plan Fight in Committee. 

The senate opposition to the currency bill 
plans to kill the measure by preventing a 
report by the banking and currency com- 
mittee. There are seven Democratic and 
five Republican members of this committee. 
Two of the Democrats—Hitchcock and O’Gor- 
man—do not favor legislation at this session. 
So the committee will divide seven to six 
against a favorable report.

Worry and you'll get a pain in the side.“ 

From the Hopkins hospital goes out the 
advice: 

“Cheer up; the more you laugh the 
healthier you will be, and the fewer aches 
you'll have.” 

According to the surgeons, mental worry 
is one of the most frequent causes of appen- 
dicitie—just as much of a cause as the lifting 


of heavy weights with its resultant strain. 


Imperfect mastication is said to be one of the 
primary causes, and the boiting of food is 
generally a habit of the man who lacks the 
rosy view of life. 

In order to cheer up patients at the Phipps 
clinic all sorte of methods are resorted to. 
The patient if fond of reading is furnished 
with humorous books or papers containing 
jokes, etc. If musically inclined he is al- 
lowed to listen to the graphophones and the 
playing of the physicians in the music rooms 
of the hospital, provided he is able to stand 
it. In fact everything to make the patient 
cheerful and to dispel the gloomy mood is 
done. The Johns Hopkins physicians place 
much faith in this method.

But, ancient as the ballad of John Par- 
leycorn is, it is fresh as morning compared 
to its theme—the eternal contest between 
those who have “sworn an oath John Bar- 
leycorn should die” and those who main- 
tain bis merits and uses for mankind. There 
are no records of the first temperance ¢o- 
ciety. But that is perhaps because the Sicht | 
on John Barleycorn began before men were 
putting down records, knowingly, of any 
kind. Certaihly when records began to 
be made there already was John Barleycorn 
and his foes at point of lance. 

And now, on the very threshold ot 
woman's newly won world of political en 
franchisement, we find the forces of John 
Barleycorn and the forces of his foes fight- 
ing for the new recruit. 

The priest, the scientist, the statesman, 
the philosopher, the poet down the long 
march of ages have fought on one side or 
the other—at least have been found under 
‘one banner or the other. And curiously 
enough, not priest against scientist,- poet 
against statesman, for John Barleycorn has 
drawn his defenders from all of these call - 
ings, and 30 have his enemies. 

Primitive religion recognized drunken- 
ness, and one of, the major gods of Greece 
was Bacchus. Modern religion never con- 
dones inebriety, but it by no means agrees 
upon use or abstention. The strictest pro- 
hibitory laws are called Puritan, but the 
Puritans indulged in strong drink, and in 
the “bluest” of the blue New England 
colonies.the minister on his pious round 
took his glass of hot rum with the most 
secular of his flock. 

Science, too, divides, aa doctors dis- 
agree on this as on other matters of import. 
Stdtesmen are no better off, and one pulicy 
Kolds that John Barleycorn shdjild die, an- 
other that he cannot die; one holds that the 
use of liquor may and should be prohibited. 
another that it cannot be prevented, or 
should not be, or both. The philosophers 
are no better off for harmony, nor the poets, 
either. Sometimes the same poet is divided 
in allegiance, for if Robert Burns preached 
the cause of John Barleycorn his life was a 
sermon against his misrule. 

So the war goes on. Out of the ages of the 
past it came. Into the ages of the futare 
it may go. Who knows? There are wise 
men who say that deep in mans nature is 
the need for stimulant, for intoxication, for 
the heightening of sensation or the blunting 
of pain. There are wise men who say that 
this need is not a need but an abuse, a dis- 
ease, and that man’s progress upward from 
the brute is taking him away from it; that 
as he masters the world and himself he will 
master this, and that some cheerful 
spring” John Barleycorn will not get ‘up 
again and will nevermore rally men to bis 
ruddy standard. 

Which wise men are right? Today the 
war rages inappeasably.

CRILE’S METHOD. 
HE nerves are the sentinels of the 
system by which the body is warned 
of enemies without. At the outside 
is the nerve ending which senses the 
foe, and telegraphs the news. In 
the brain are the cells which receive the 
telegram, decide what to do about it, and 
then telegraph the orders to the proper place. 

There are certain parts of the body that 
have always been in danger zones. The 
nerve cells and fibers that have to do with 
those zones have learned by experience to 
be on the lookout; they are apprehensive 
and “ keened by fear. 

There are other localities that are so 
well protected that they have never trained 
their nerves to be on the lookout. 

The organs of the first group cannot be 
operated upon without danger of shock; 
those of the second are not easilv shocked, 
according to Crile. 

The brain, the lungs, the stomach, and 
intestines, the deep structures of the back 
belong in the second group. Practically all 
the balance belongs in the first. 

_— 

When a patient is anesthetized in the 
ordinary way every cut of the knife sends 
an impulse to the brain cells. The patient 
is unconscious, and, in consequence, does 


opened up. His sensations are paralyzed, 
and in consequence, he neither feels pain 
nor is he able to fight back. 

The nerve cells at the center are being 
shocked, although the patient is asleep, 
| feels no pain, and is nonresistant. 


Crile says: ‘We must therefore con- 
clude that, although ether aneesthesia pro- 
duces unconsciousness it is in reality only 


a veneer, as it protects none of the brain 
cells against exhaustion from the trauma 
of surgical operations.“ 

—~o- 
The new method is the natural next step. 
It uses inhalation aneesthesia, and it adds 
to it some procedures to cut off the gources 
of shock not cut off by inhalation anes- 
thesia. 
First, the patient is given morphine be- 
fore the operation. A person under mor- 
phine is neither chesty, as after whisky, nor 
depressed; he simply does not care one way 
or the other. Then comes the ether, chloro- 
form, or laughing gas, whichever the sur- 
geon prefers. 
The operation is not begun until the field 
of operation is ansesthetized with a local 
anesthetic. The idea is to cut the tele- 
graph wires in the field of operation eo that 
the messages cannot travel to the center. 
The pain in and near the wound is fearful 
for two or three days after the operation. 
To prevent the shock from this pain Crile 
injects some quinine into the tissues near 
the wound. This anesthetic does not wear 
off for half a week. 

— 
The Crile method then consists in: (a) 
A dose of morphine an hour or more before 
the operation to prevent the mental shock 
of fear and dread; (b) ether, chloroform, or 
laughing gas to prevent the mental shock 
and pain of the operation, and to make the 
surgeon feel that he may take the time to 
do things as they should be done; (c) local 
anesthesia along the wound to protect the 
central nerves from operation shock; (d) 
quinine along the wound to save the nerves 
from the after whock.

BUILDING A NEW 
STATE IN ALBANIA. 


[From a letter written by Henry W. Nevinson, 
dated Aviona, July 9.) 


the temptation is almost irresistible. 

He is accustomed to huge government 
bulldings, standing heavily on the earth, and 
employing hosts of officials in labyrinthine 
toil. He is accustomed to heads of depart- 
ments who dwell in secluded chambers, and, 
like spiders, feel at each touch and live along 
the line; and to proud secretaries of state, 
who deign not to speak like ordinary man- 
kind, but give oracular answers in the affirm- 
ative or the negative, drawing from the men 
and women of their country salaries that 
would finance the newly won freedom of this 
little state. But let not the commonplace 
European mock Albania’s servants, nor 
grandeur hear with a disdainful smile. 

The government house at Avlona stands 
upon the sand, close to the ramshackle little 
pier at Aviona. The existence of any pier 
in Turkey’s former possessions is so unusual 
that one must attribute it toa French com- 
pany which holds the only concession in Al- 
bania—a concession to dig asphalt in a val- 
ley not far away, melt it down, cast it into 
the shape of huge circular cheeses, and 
spirit it off by ships to pave the streets of 
noisy capitals. The little yellow house was 
once, perhaps, the harbor master’s, and was 
taken for the government partly because it 
is healthier than Avlona's town, which 
stands at the foot of hills more than a mile 
inland, and abounds in mosquitoes, fevers, 
and people whose stomachs and brains are 
slowly perished by devouring all the quinine 
they can get; partly, I suppose, because it 
is sometimes healthy for any provisional 
government to be near the sea.

Their position is rendered etill more dim - 
cult by the fact that their exclusion from the 
court of Vienna entails similar treatment 
by the other courts of Europe. 

They can only be presented at these other 
courts by the Austrian embassy or legation, 
and the Austrian embassies are precluded 
from presenting at the courts of St. James, 
Berlin, St. Petersburg, etc. any woman 
who has not anon presented at the court of . 
Vienna.

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A Saving on Hats. 


My husband earns on an average of $85 per 
month. Out of this we pay $16 for rent, $22 
for groceries, gas $3, milk $2.25, washing $3, 
insurance $3, lodge and club dues 75 cents, and 
we allow $5 for each of us for incidentals, 
making a total of $60 for the month: Every 
month one or both of us require something 
in the way of clothes, but we always manage to 
add something to our savings account. My 
husband and I always plan together how our 
month's salary is to be used, We have been 
married one year and began housekeeping in 
comfort, without debt, and have added extras 
as we could afford them. Now we have a nice 
home and are saving all the time. Before I was 
married I did no sewing for myself and used 
to pay from $1.25 to $1.50 for house dresses. 
Now I find I can make them for 60 cents each, 
which means quite a saving. A week or two 
ago I went downtown to buy a spring hat and 
found it would cost $5 or $6 to get one ready 
trimmed, so I decided to try and make one. I 
purchased a hat frame or shape for 23 cents, 
braid 35 cents, flowers 48 cents, and velvet rib- 
bon 80 cents. For head lining I used a piece 
of left over goods. After working for two 
hours I was surprised at the results. I found 
I had a nice hat.and the cost only $1.86. The 
work ji. stmple and any one could make a hat.

How to Serve Meat. 


The names of the cheaper cuts of meat are: 
Short ribs, plate, brisket, neck,. heart, liver, 
and flank steak in beef, prices ranging from 
5 cents per pound for liver, up to 15 cents for 
flank steak. The cheaper cuts in pork.are: 
Shoulder at 14 cents, shank for stews at 9 cents, 
liver at 6% cents, hearts 6 cents apiece. 

There are many ways of cooking these, but, 
of course, the fireless cooker is the most sat- 
isfactory, and when one can make one at home 
for less than $1 every housewife should have 
one, 

For a family of four adults the meat bill 


Once every day and some days served twice. 
About three days in the week I serve a porter- 
house steak, a hen, or a good 1 ast, while the 
remainder of the week we use liver, stews, meat 
pies, a stuffed pair of hearts, or some cheap 
dish, perhaps to use up the left overs. A hen 
at 50. cents furnishes a Sunday dinner, a second 
dinner, and the third day a pie, mixed with 
a few vegetables, gravy, etc., and baked in in- 
dividual gem pans, with a rich crust. A 16 cent 
round steak, ground and mixed with one-third 
bread crumbs, one egg, and seasoning, makes 
two full meals for four people. 

I will give my menu for last week for four 
adults, all with healthy, hearty appetites: 

Sunday—One hen, 50 cents, with dressing, 
potatoes, pickles, jelly. and pie. 

Monday—One-half of hen, with other vege- 
tables. 

Tuesday—A meat loaf for dinner and supper, 
15 cents. 

Wednesday—A three pound pot roast, 35 cents. 

Thursday—Eight individual pies from roast, 
with enough of the nicest sliced cold for tea. 

Friday—Liver, 10 cents, baked for dinner 2288 
the remainder fried with onions for supper. 

Saturday—A good sirloin or pork steak, 
enough for dinner and supper for 35 cents, 

My bill for meat last week was $1.45—often 
it is less, sometimes more. I often buy a fresh 
shoulder and salt it, often getting six or eight 
servings from one costing $1. With plenty of 
vegetables, fruits, and plain desserts a family 
dues not need more meat than I have men- 
tioned, Above all, give your family variety.

The 
new state highway commission, charged 
by law with the duty of creating good 
roads for Illinois, will hold its first meet- 

ing today in Springfield for the purpose of or- 
ganizing and laying plans for carrying out its 
task. 


h 

bram D. Gash, president of the commission, 
who is himself an automobile owner and an en- 
thusiastic devotee, yest y outlined for Tus 
Tripune his policy as head of the good roads” 
board. 

His slogan is: “ Make every city, town, vil- 
lage, and hamlet of the state accessible to the 
automobile.” Joy riding and speeding will be 
banished, 

If Mr. Gash has his way about it, Cook county 
in a few years will have in the neighborhood of 
300 miles of first class country roads. These 
will at convenient points connect with roads of 
adjacent counties, whose highways in turn will 
stretch on and terminate, so far as Illinois is 
concerned, only with the state boundaries. 

— — 


„I presume the first thing to do will be to get 
in touch with the various county boards, so as 
to get an idea of what work is to be planned,” 
said Mr. Gash. “I want to see that we can get 
in touch with the county commissioners of Cook 
county immediately. 

“Cook county is entitled to one-fourth of the 
total appropriation, and when the county raises 
a similar amount we ought to have good roads 
in the country districts of Cook within a com- 
paratively short time. Cook county has avail- 
able at least 300 miles of highway that can be 
converted into fine automobile roads within a 
few years. It will be my pleasure and privilege 
to work for this end. 

“One thing I hope to see carried out when we 
get our good roads is the banishment of speed- 
ing. The various counties, of course, have that 
matter in their own hands. The people of the 
state will not tolerate joy riding by reckless 


youths, 
— 


* hope to see every town and village in the 
state connected by good automobile roads. It 
will stimulate social life on the farms, create 
new interests for our rural population, increase 
land values, and in other ways make life on the 
farm and in the smaller towns broader and 
better than ever before in the history of the 
state. 

“As to the width of the road, I think sixteen 
to twenty feet would be about right. The roads 
ought to be wide enough to permit two ordinary 
vehicles to pass each other comfortably.

The inexperien:ed 
should use a thick bottomed frying pan for the 
purpose, while the experienced can do the vork 
in the enameled kettle in which the oup is 
made. 

The cold water added to the flour and outter, 
instead of hot, insures that there will de no 
lumps in the soup and is the method used in 
making the best brown gravies, which are lever 
lumpy when made with a cold liquid. The 
starch in the potato comes out and is well 
cooked when it is heated up in this way in cold 
Water.

They 
are then placed in a strainer and pressed with 
a wogden pestle to reduce them to a purée. The 
water from which they are taken is brought to 
a boll again and the purée poured back into it, 
the whole being constantly stirred with a wood 
en spoon. Then a handful of cubes of bread 
are browned in a frying pan with a little butter 
and are placed in a soup tureen, together with 
the milk or cream, a lump of butter about the 
size of a large egg, and a pinch of her vil 
leaves without a particle of stalk. The con- 
tents of the saucepan are now poured gaatly 
into the tureen, the wooden spoon is again 
brought into action, as the stirring process is 
always necessary when a hot liquid comes in 
contact with butter; salt and a little pepper are 
added and the soup is ready.” 

To this elaborate de@tription are added some 
remarks that this quantity is for five or six 
persons, that the flavor will depend upon the 
quality of the materials, and that, if you do not 
add cream, you have not the “ parmentier,” but 
a plain potato soup.

At the word Adbella Watts went to the front 

with a sensational burst of speed and at the 
quarter in :38 was an open length ahead of 
‘Peter Volo. ‘The colt gained a trifle going 
down the back stretch and at the half in 
—1:05% his nose was nearly at the filly’s sulky 
wheel. They went thus around the turn to 
the three quarters, passing that point in 
1:35%. This meant a third quarter in : 30, a 
2:08 rate, by a.pair of 2 year olds making 
their first start, and was an unprecedented 
performance for the age. 

As they turned into the homestretch Peter 
Volo suddenly moved up to the filly and in a 
few strides was even with her. That brusirfinished 
Adbella Watts and a tired break settled her 
chances for the heat. From that point to the 
wire, a shade less than an eighth of a mile, Peter 
Volo, while not under restraint, was at his ease 
and finished with Murphy sitting still in 2:00. Ad- 
bella Watts was six lengths back, just beating 


Lady Wanetka after recovering from her break, 
Trampright and Grace Stillman were distanced. 


Crowd Cheers Colt’s Race. 


There was tremendous cheering when Murphy 
drove his colt back to the judges’ stand and the 
time was announced. The distancing of two of 
the contestants left only Peter Volo, Lady Wan- 
etka, and Adbella Watts to start in the second 
heat. Before the quarter pole was reached in this 
mile Adbella Watts, which had heen jumpy in the 
scoring. made a break, and when Murphy saw 
this he started to drive Peter Volo a_ mile that 
would distance the filly, in which event third 
money would go to his colt. 

Peter/Volo was at the quarter in :33. the half 
in 1:04. and the three-quarters in 1:3544, a better 
rate than in the first heat; but fuet after entering 
the homestretch the colt broke and when pulled 
back to the trot went under the ‘wire in 2:10%, 
adding to his previous world’s championship that 
of the best two heats n a race by a 2 year old. 
beating the 2:12%, 2:07% of Native Bele. 

Had it not been for the phenomenal work of 
Peter Volo the victory of Etawah in the 8 year 
old section of the stake would have been an event 
in turf history, as that colt stepped off the first 
two heats in his race in 2:08%, 2:08, decidedly the 
fastest two consecutive miles ever tre@€ted by one 
ef his age this early in the season. Like Peter 
Volo, Eta wah was a 2 to 1 favorite over his field, 
but faced a big handicap before the start by draw- 
ing the outside position.
